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PISTON SPEED 


I would appreciate it if you could shed 
some light on the subject of ‘piston 
speed' for me. 

What is the formula used to arrive at 
p.s. at any given road speed? Why is the 
figure of 2500 f.p.m. often used, and 
finally what would the p.s. of my 450 
Honda (4 speed, stock gearing) be at 80 
m.p.h? 

Would it be too much to operate the 
engine at this speed for extended periods 


of time?

ED. NOT£: What you want is the number 
of feet travelled hy the piston in a min- 
ute. So you take the stroke (7.8cm) and 
multiply it by two. That's one rev. Then 
divide that figure by 31, the number of 
centimeters in a foot. That gives you the 
number of feet travelled in one rev. Then 
multiply that by 7000, the approximate 
rpm of your Honda 450 at 80 mph. You'll 
get about 3500 feet per minute. 

The 2500 feet per minute figure you 
mentioned is an out-of-date top-end limit 
for sustained running. You're O.K. Many 
modern engines can go safely past that 
limit, especially motorcycle engines. 
Racing engines hit 4000 feet per minute 
for short periods. 

The early VW's got their long engine 
life from having a piston speed of about 
1400 feet per minute.

Ascot Benefit 
If you drive along the Los Angeles Harbor or San Diego Freeways, 


where they cross, and you look real carefully, you can see Ascot Park. You 
can also cause an accident, because the place isn't easy to find. Unless you 
know exactly what streets to take, you could circle it for days and never get 
there. 

New Years Day I had the rare experience of helping create a race at 
Ascot. Now, as everyone who knows knows, Ascot is the ultimate westem 
showcase of motorcycle racing. It is the Astrodome, the Palace, the Fillmore 
and Carnegie Hall all rolled into one. 

Ascot's owners startedto erecta sign,so the four or five million people 
who drive past it every day on the freeways would know that a dirt track was 
there. The sign posts were put up, but that’s as far as they went. “It’s a good 
thing I didn’t spend the money for that sign,” reckons one of the owners, 
“because sofew people came tothe races this year,I couldn’t have paid for it.” 

I will let that statement suffice to explain most of the reasons for the 
diminishing crowds at Ascot races. 

Most people think that J.C. Agajanian owns Ascot, but he does not. 
The track is owned by two partners, Schooler and Zuckerman, who lease the 
premises from yet another man who actually owns the real estate. Agajanian 
merely has the exclusive motorcycle promotion rights for the track. 


Aggie Volunteers 


When Aggie heard that the friends of Clyde Litch were looking for a 
track to hold a benefit for the injured racer (see story this issue), he said: 
“Why don’t you use Ascot? It’s all right with me.” 

The track owners, since it was a benefit, agreed to forego their usual 
15% rent as long as we paid for the track preparation. The concessions and 
parking would remain theirs. - 

I was interested, not only because it was a chance to do Some Good, 
but also because of the chance to play with the Ascot stage. Now that it’s 
over, I’m glad to say that Clyde will have considerably less money worries 
when he comes home from the hospital. And I’ve gotten over any urge I may 
have ever had to be a race promoter. 

The problem, you see, was publicity. That was my job. How, in three 
weeks time, with zero budget, do you entice, attract, lure or otherwise move 
people, who maybe never even heard of Ascot or know what it means, to come 
pay $2.50, plus parking, and see the show? 

That*s when it struck me that there are maybe 12 million Americans 
within easy driving distance of Ascot who don’t know what is there. And they 
don’t know that they don’t know. They know more about the moon than they 
know about Ascot Park. At least they know it’s there. 

Well, we publicized the race all we could. (Aggie’s staff helped a lot) 
and 1234 people came, which is about as many as you ever See at a non-na- 
tional (or non-international) race in California these days. Perhaps the next 
benefit should be an Ascot Benefit, to get that sign up before it's too late.

Litch BenefiTT

GARDENA, Cal, Jan. 1, 1969 — Variety 
was the spice of Ascot's New Year Clyde 
Litch Benefit TT with one, two and three 
wheel races all going on the same track, 

The day featured the new TT track; it 
brought mixed comment from riders. 
Most of them liked it; it certainly looks 
good from the stands spectatorwise, but 
there are a couple of turns that can get 
a rider into trouble, Coming off the line 
the circuit goes around into the original 
first turn, but instead of ducking into the 
series of turns around the lake goes 
straight along behind the pit concession 
stand, Then it sweeps lefttobring riders 
behind the jump, around the lake onto the 
old section of the course, over the jump

out clean, 

The day's program started after the 
ducks scooted back into the water to 
avoid getting their heads wet from the 
sprinkler truck (obviously the other end 
doesn’t matter), and 12-year-old Gary 
Wells from Las Vegas had given a 
wheelie exhibition on his minibike. Two 
Novice heats came next; the first was the 


most exciting. Fred Edwards (Yamaha), 
who carries high point Novice Keith 
Mashburn’s last year’s number, got into 
a good one with Bultaco-mounted Tod 
Sloan, followed by Willie Hockie (Ossa). 
After Sloan went into that left-hander and 
killed the engine, Edwards lostno timeat 
all in putting plenty of space between the 
two of them, although Sloan was able to 
hold onto second.

SACRAMENTO CYCLE-RAMA

RANCHO CORDOVA, Cal., Dec. 7— The 
first Cycle-Rama was a complete suc- 
cess by its sponsors, the Knights of 
Columbus and Rotary Club of Rancho 
Cordova. 

It was held in the Goethe Memorial 
Park on the banks of the banks of the 
American River where Sacramento 
County has set aside approximately 45 
acres for the exclusive use of motor- 
cyclists. The area consists of paved 
roads as well as some beautiful trails

The Golden Banner Motorcycle Club of 
Sacramento arrived on their large street 
machines and pledged their support to 
help with the safety program inany man- 
ner they could, KCRA television carried 
a full minute-and-a-half of the program 
during prime time on their regular news 
cast.

Wes Cooley, president of the Motor- 
cycling International Committee, United 
States, and the pharmaceutical entre- 
preneur who became a millionaire at 36, 
has set out to heal old wounds in United 
States motorcycling circles. 

Cooley’s goal: To bring the American 
Motorcycle Association into MICUS and 
into the Federation of International Mo- 
torcycling to promote sanctioned events 
under FIM rules in the United States 
with AMA support. 

Thay may sound like a tall order in 
view of past experience, but not for 
Cooley. He is a cool man both on the 
track and at the negotiation table, It was 
his efforts that untangled the mess of 
previous FIM efforts in the United States 
and to form MICUS.

““Р11 go anywhere, to any meeting that 
AMA calls to explain our viewpoint as to 
why AMA should join MICUS,” he said, 
“What is dividing us now is actually 
details on scoring, equipment, ‘riding 
gear —all minor things, I believe sincere- 
ly that we can overcome these differ- 
ences, Today FIM rules and AMA rules 
aren't too far apart.” 

Cooley said enough American motor- 
cyclists want to compete in international 
events to merit AMA's consideration of 
his offer to join MICUS, **I'm making the 
offer in good faith. We don't want to 
change or control AMA rules for the 
United States races, but we do wantAMA 
to join FIM sanctioned events both here 
and in other countries," he said. 


Professionalism 


What he'd like to see is one united or- 
ganization in the United States to pro- 
mote international racing here, 

So far, he said, he has found no one 
willing to discuss the proposition, ‘‘It is 
frequently said that my organization is

hostile to AMA,” he pointed out, “I want 
that corrected. We are not hostile, I say 
this for the FIM people in Europe as 
well as for myself.” 


The AMA, he said, has done much to 
promote professionalism in motorcy- 
cling in the United States. He believes it 
is a good organization with good people 
running it. Buthe also believes the United 
States has much to offer in international 
competition, ““Тһе United States has 
some of the best desert riders as any- 
where in the world," he contended. 
“Weve got a lot to learn on the speed- 
way, but this can be overcome,” - 

He would like to see motorcycling in 
the United States become as popular as 
it is in Europe. “We are not as profes- 
sional as European riders, mainly be- 
cause motorcycling in the United States 
is almost limited to a weekend sport,” 
he added. *'In Europe motorcycling is 
promoted by governments as a sport, 
But our equipment is comparable, as 
good as any they have in Europe." 

Cooley owns eight cycles, both U.S, 
and foreign made machines, He had never 
even ridden a motor until 1948 when he 
bought a Harley-Davidson for streetuse. 
Although he admits to taking a few turns 
around an old, abandoned golf course off 
the street, he didn’t become interested in 
racing until 1956 when a friend talked 
him into scoring a race at Willowsprings, 

Since then it has beena continuous love 
affair, His interest led him toa ten-year 
crusade to bring international status to 
American motorcycling. He has another 
crusade, which he believes is just as 
important — to improve the image of 
cycling in America, 

** We've got to police ourselves to live 
down the Hell's Angels image that the 
general public has of cycling,'' he stress- 
ed. **And, we are going to have trouble 
with the public as long as barefooted, 
helmetless young cyclists continue to pile 
up accident records, It is up to the 
cyclists to promote safety. We have a 
habit of getting on the soapbox everytime 
a law is proposed that might restrict 
our activities, instead of promoting good 
laws ourselves." 

Cooley, who lives in Placentia, Calif., 
says he doesn't get any income from 
motorcycling. ‘It?s my hobby. Some 
People like to golf on Sunday. I like to 
ride motors,” he said.

Cold In Snow and Sand 


HOLIDAY, Cal. Dec, 29 — This is one of 
the most popular areas in the desert for 
racing, as there are very few rocks and 
the sand is not powdery, as in the Lu- 
cerne Valley. For these reasons, and the 
fact that this was to be the last District 
37 point run of the year, a large entry of 
470 riders came out to enjoy the benefits 
left by the Saturday rain. 

J.N, Roberts was the big star of the 
show, taking the 250 Amateur-Expert 
race in the morning and topping it off by 
winning the Open Class race in the after- 
noon, astride Tracy's-tuned Huskies in 
both events. 

There were two courses; the Novice 
course was fast, with some great fire 
roads and fast, open boondock trails. 
The Expert course was to be a real test 
of the rider, with a fourth-gear fire road 
that wound up and down, followed by a 
steep, off-camber downhill that threw 
some of the top experts on their ears. 

The Amateur-Expert trail bike event 
was the first race on the Expert course, 
It was a real crowd-pleaser, with the 
lead so closely contested that a blanket 
could have been thrown over the leaders 
throughout the race. 

Jeff Wright, #76, on a Crowell-tuned 
Hodaka, grabbed the lead, followed by 
Jack Morgan, ‘#1, on a Hodaka, and 
Wayne Ragland, #515, on an S.S, Hodaka, 
Wright held the lead for the first nine 
miles, when he was passed by Jack 
Morgan in the open boondocks coming 
into the pits. Morgan, however, dropped 
a chain going over the road crossing at 
speed, and Wright took over the lead 
again with Ragland in hot pursuit. 

By this time, Dean Goldsmith, #39, on 
a very fast Harley Davidson, had moved 
up into third position; these three riders 
moved away from the rest of the pack to 
battle for the lead. Goldsmith was able to 
out-power Wright on the fire road and 
took command of the lead, but was not 
able to lose the two young Hodaka riders 
on the third lap, They were still bunched 
together on the fourth and final lap, with 
Goldsmith crossing the finish line with 
a ten-foot margin, Ragland and Wright 
finished wheel-to-wheel, with Ragland 
being awarded second and Wright taking 
third. 

These first three riders were all 
Amateurs; they held a two-minute lead 
over the next man, Gary Griffin #112, 
taking First Expert on a Zundapp. He 
was followed by Terry Jetton, #3P, an 
Expert on a Sachs. What is this Harley- 
Davidson that Dean Goldsmith is riding, 
that it goes so fast? 

Seventy-six 250cc Amateurs and Ex- 
perts were sent off next, and J. N. 
Roberts took control of the lead, holding 
it all the way to the end and crossing the 
finish line with plenty of room to spare.

Scooters 
By Alfred K, Allan 4. 

А short while ago patients and visitors 
at St, Elizabeth's Hospital in Granite 
City, Illinois looked outfrom their rooms 
in astonishment ata strange sight coming 
down one of the hospitals long hallways. 

It was Sister Mary Thomas, her white 
nun’s habit flapping in the breeze, astride 
a shiny yellow motor scooter. On that 
day the hospital had just started using 
this novel method of speeding its person- 
nel on their daily rounds, 

As Sister Thomas, the hospital’s ad- 
ministrator, explains; ‘‘Nurses and doc- 
tors can do more work with the scooters 
than they could without them, Our halls 


` are exceptionally long here and the travel 


time frorn one end to another is cutcon- 
siderably when you don’t have to walk.” 

The idea of employing scooters in this 
unusual way came from a meeting be- 
tween Sister Thomas and Robert Ed- 
monds, an Industrial Engineer at the local 
Granite City Steel Company and the 
chairman of the Hospital’s Lay Advisory 
Board, They were discussing the agenda 
for the upcoming meeting of the Board 
and one of the topics scheduled for the 
meeting was ‘‘ Ways to help alleviate the 
shortage of nurses.” 

It was then that Sister Thomas men- 
tioned the hospital's long halls and the 
wearisome walking for nurses and other 
hospital personnel.  Eliminating such 
burdens might well help attract more 
women to the nursing profession, Sister 
Thomas suggested. 

Edmonds then mentioned that a short 
while before he had visited the Continen- 
tal Can Company's plant in St, Louis, 
Missouri where supervisory personnel 
had just started using battery operated 
scooters to getaround their large factory 
complex more quickly. 

"It's a wild idea but why don’t we try 
out scooters here?" Edmonds asked, 

*It might work. Anyway it's worth a 
ігу,” Sister Thomas replied, 

The local John Connell Company gave 
the first motor scooter to the hospital 
for demonstration purposes, (They cost 
less than $150 each.) The idea caught on 
immediately with the hospital's person- 
nel, All the nursing divisions asked if 
they could take turns with the scooter 
and the doctors also put in their bid for 
the vehicle. 

The trial period was pronounced a. 
complete success, The hospital's ladies 
auxillary and a group of doctors raised 
the money to buy nine of the scooters. 
Each nursing unit, except obstetrics 
which doesn't have a long hall to contend 
with, received scooters for their use. 

In addition, three scooters were placed 
on the ground floor where patient traffic 
is at a minimum, The scooters are now 
in almost constant used, 


NO PATIENTS 

The hospital has placed the scooters 
under strict rules and regulations. Only 
authorized personnel can use them, no 
patients or volunteer workers, Everyone 
permitted to ride the scooters mustfirst 
study the rules thoroughly and receive a 
demonstration on the proper use. 

The scooters can reach a top speed of 
14 mph but for complete safety in the 
hallways they are held to about 5 mph. 

Mrs. Marietta Daniels, R,N., the Hos- 
pital’s Nursing Service Director, says 
that since she started using the scooter 
she’s “been able to enjoy my family 
more,’ 

“Before, when I went home I was so 
beat from all the walking that all I could 
think of was just going to bed. NowI spend 
a good two hours each night just enjoy- 
ing my family." 

Sister Thomas adds; ‘‘The scooters 
give our nurses and other hospital em- 
ployes more freedom of movement and 
they're safe, 

*After all, they've all been blessed 
and each one carries a St, Christopher's 
medal,”

After handing out trophies from the 
last event, John Walters, president of the 
new San Diego organization, briefed rid- 
ers on the day's event. The amateurs 
(80 percent of the entries) were divided, 
as usual, according to engine displace- 
ment; Heavyweight (over 250cc), light- 
weight (250cc and under), and ultra- 
lightweight (up to and including 100cc). 


Experts and Masters rode as one 
group, They were given their own sec- 
tions, extremely demanding, making four 
loops around the five mile area also. 
Women, and children under twelve, had 
special sections, 

Trials scoring is fairly simple, The 
rider making the fewest mistakes winds 
up with the least amount of points, 

The Masters were the ones to watch, 
This was the last event of the year and 
final standings for next year’s low num- 
ber plates were at stake, 

The first Masters’ section was a run up 
the side of a rock and gravel-strewn 
hill, Halfway up was a lateral off-camber 
swing to the left, then back down through 
a maze of rocky clumps, First rider to 
*elean'' it (lose no points) was Duane 
Stone, He took it at speed in second gear, 
somehow finding just the right amount of 
traction to maintain control. 

The second section was a real bear,It 
began with an off-camber line up a hill, 
immediately turning at a tree. Then 
straight down with both brakes on hard 
into a small arroyo with a logatthe bot- 
tom, up and then down a four-foot em- 
bankment, turn, twist, over another log, 


turn again and exit between two trees, No 
one was able to make a cleanattempt the 
first time. 

They next went after an uphill section, 
steep, with grass-hidden rocks and cre- 
vices, That alone was bad enough. But the 
contestants had to enter at a right-hand 
90 degree angle at the base of the hill, 
turn, and then churn for the top, withan- 
other right turn before finishing. 

The rest of the sections were laid out 
in similar fashion, each with its own 
special demands. The riders would come 
upon a section, dismount, look things 
over and walk around, discussing the 
particular techniques necessary to con- 
quer the trap. The more experienced 
riders took their time studying eacharea. 
They always let the more eager ones go 
first. 

At the end of the day, as it began get- 
ting dusty, results were turned in and un- 
official standings discussed. It was a 
certainty that Bob Grove, SCTA presi- 
dent, would receive the association’s 
perpetual trophy for the best total per- 
formance of the year. This is the third 
year in a rowhe’s wonit, andif he can do 
it again next year, it’s his to keep for 
good. 

However, he will still bear 42 Master 
plate, Coveted #1 is still retained by 
young Jim Wilson, who turned in the best 
score of the day. He lost only three 
points in 32 different trials attempts, 
(Jim is also an excellent moto cross 
rider for Greeves.)
